Repentance were as commendable on his Dying bed, as before his Curſing, Sensing, Drunkenneſs, Diſobedience to Parents, Prophaning 
the Lords Day, Mc. had been notoriouſly abominable in the days of his hea''1. 
Publiſhed as a Warning-word to Old and Young. 


Nen this ſia full creature. was taker ſick, , he was very much afraid of Death, be- 
cauſe he ſaid , he had been ſo wie « ſiuner, and eſpecially becauſe in former 
Sickneſſes he kad made ſo many ve ant promiſes if amendment of life, but 
at return of health proved «s fi full xs ever - It pleaſed the Lord to lay chu me- 

dit arion ſo weighty upon his ſoul, that he was afraid God wouli not now hear his prayer, 
and therefore deſited that one M.. ＋. would be earneſt with God for him, becauſe 
ſaid he, I have been ſuch a wretch, God will not hear ne; and naw he begun to take up 
Re olutions, that if the Lord did but ſpare him, he would become a new man, and 
ſorſike thoſe fins of Drurkonefie, Curſing and Swearing, &c. which formerly he had 
been guilty of : A neighbout greſent, ſceing his bitter weeping for his crying (ins, heard 
him utter theſe words: if l live never ſo long and coul d weep all the days ot my life it 
could not waſh away my ins; they are as numberleſſe, as the ſands of the ſca-thore. 

On the 28. of the ſame moath one Mrs C. A. went to viſit him and found him in a very 
melting frame oi P. rit, bewailing his ſins with much broken-heartedneſs , greans, ſighs and 
multitudes of Tears, which did even ſtop his ſpeech for ſome time; at lait, ſaying, 
Miltreſſe, yeu ſba4 never hear me ſwe rv ore, nor never ſee me Drunk, more; I will never 
break the Lords day n.ore, nor fin willingly againſt God more, Mrs C. A. replyed, Willi an, 


you mutt take up theſe Reſolutions in the ſfrengh of Cbri, or elſe they will come to no- 


thing, as your former Reſolutions have done, for, ſince, you have not only ſinned your 
ſelf, but have canſed others to lin, ſo that you arc under that we which is pronounced 
again t him that putteth à bottle to his neighbours noſe, Heb. 2. 15. you mult take 
heed of vewing and not paying, for it is to offcr the ſacrifice ef fools ; upon this, he bitterly 
cryed out, oh,ob, oh; it is that, that is the Buraen of my heart; it is that that lycta here; 
ſtriking on his breaſt, and breaking out into « great agony of groan; and Tears, ſaying, 
I know that of. my felt I can do nothing hut through Chriit alhiting me; if 1 live, 1 will 
live at another rate then l have done, for I had abundantly ratber dy new, then not live to 
glory of God; I know I am a vile finner, yer Jeſus Chrift came into the world ro die for 


ſinners, of whims I am chief; and I know one drop of his bloud hath power enough to 


cleanſe my double-dyed ſins, and through the grace of God I am now reſolved to bea fol- 
lower of Chriit : then it was told him, he mult take up a crofs, and fit down, and count 


the coſt; for his old companions will come about him, and call him fanarick,, ſaying, 


are you now William grown ſo preciſe, that now you cannot reke off y:ar cups, and ſo his 
portion muſt be ſcoffs and jcers ; to which he replyed, In hes I ſhall greatly repyce. 

On the fourth of 7x«ary following, there was a ſemence of de ith upon lum [caſwly, up- 
on which he ſaid to Mrs C. A. I muſt dy, what muſt I do to be ſaved? ſhe replyed, be- 
lieve en the Lord Feſus Curiſt with an unfeigned faitb; at this he cryed out with great ve 
hemen:y of ſpirit, Lerd I believe, Ca ting his armes towards Heaven, J. rd Jeſus help 
my unbelief. After this ſome:hiag was ſpoken of our fall in A dam, and _ again by 
Jeſus Chriit and of Chri ts fulfilling the Law for us, in anſwer to ſatans objections, with 
which he received much refreſhment. Lifting up his hands towards heaven with great 
devotion, crying out, O Dear Redeemer, let thy ſpirit ſanctiſy me that | may be 
cleanſed and preſented ſpotleſs before the throne of thy Father ſome ſew hours after 
this, the fame Mrs C. A. renewing her-viſit, with greatapearance of Joy he broke forth 
to her, ſaying, Miſtreſſe / have caſt all my fins ar the fret of Chrift, and I Co through my 
Dear Mediator, who it now interceeding for me, th.t I ſhall be accepted of the father. For 


am a poor ſinſull wretch, but Chri:t was made fin for me, and through his blood and * 


righteouſneſs I ſhall be ſaved; oh the ſufferings of Chriſt, one nail through his hand is 
more then all this ſickneſs, and all the ſuſſerings that l can ſuffer. After. this, thoſe pre- 
ſent went to prayer, rendring him up into the hands of the Lord as-a dying man; that 
duty being ended, it was asked him, at eviden-e he had, that his ſins m. pardon: d, 
and that he ſhould he ſaved; to this he comfortably replyed, If God had n t had a purpoſe to 
hide heard his prayer, and ſ.cved bim, he would not have put it into (it heart to b.rve called 
upon him. Thus lifting up his hands towards heaven, he cryeſ with a lowd \oice, On 
Grace, Grace, Grace, be to him that ſuteth upon the throne and to the lamb thu was flun 
rom the four lation of the world, Then was the 154. f a Cor. and 5. c. ol 2. read to him:

give me your hand, and pray tell my Unckle J. H. from me, to leave of his ſwearing 
and drus Kenneſſe; Theſe (words he repeated again and again to her, and fail Aunt, will 
you tell him; the replyed, yes Iwill. Then ( ſaid he) there is H. V. Swears alm. N at 
every word; pray Airs bid him beware and forſake it, it may be he will deny it, but tis 
too true. Oh tell ali Muibury and Stain and R. S. though God hath heard me and hea- 
led me he may not do ſo with them : Oh mercy, mercy, mercy, that he did not cauſe a 
lightheadedn :\s to ſeize upon me, ard ſo have th: own me into hell, where ] ſhould ne- 
ver have had a ſaving ſight of my fins, nor a ſorcow fer them; Os the Lore of Cod, ob 
the free grace of Gcd, ah the mercy of God to poor ſinners; oh this little thing, my heart, 
if I could come at it, I would pluck it out, and offer it up to God. Then (1id he, Ars 
A. do you not think that I ſhall dy about midnigtt, ſhe replyed no, you are a ſtrong 
man, and may live 3. or 4. dayes; to which he anſwered, I hope not ſo, I would not

* ven, father, weep not - me father. Then he asked Ars C. eA. ſaymg, as ſoon as the
